I am proud to be one of the initial members of the governing body of the Greater Miami 
Expressway Agency. As you are no doubt aware, the provisions of House Bill 385 (2019) have 
become law. Pursuant to section 15 of that bill, the governance and control of the Miami-Dade 
County Expressway Authority has been transferred to the Greater Miami Expressway Agency. 
At this time, GMX has succeeded to all powers of MDX and the operations and maintenance of 
the former MDX expressway system are under the control of GMX. As part of the transition, the 
former employees of MDX have now become employees of GMX. 

We are confident that you and your staff will capably ensure the former MDX 
expressway system is appropriately operated and maintained while the remaining members of the 
GMX governing body are appointed and the governing body fully undertakes its responsibilities.
